Shaw Is 91 


George Bernard Shaw is getting touchy a s an oki 
maid about his age. but he's only 91. 
Each year he 
huffs an d p u ffs in mo ck 
exasperation when well-wish­ 
ers cong ra tula te him 
As the great iconoclast himself 
pointed out on an a nniversary so me y ears ago, why 
should anyone be cong ra tula ted for surviving another 
year? It requires no grea t sk ill; to ads, si iths an d other 


stupid creatures do it. 
Through the years, Sha w lias made some sta te­ 
m ents which seemed silly, and American s didn ’t like 
it when he addressed th« 4m as ‘‘dear o ld b o o b s Nevei- 
theless, his hatred of sham , pretentious respectability 
and irrational social clea va g es have resulted in power­ 
ful plays for the sta g es of the world Many of them re­ 
m a in today as fine exa m ples of the playwright's a rt 
and their m essages still are pertinent. 
Shaw being what he is, no expression of hope for 
his survival will be m ade here. He wouldn’t approve. 


Secretary Forrestal 


Appointment of J a m es V. Fum -stal as secretary of 
defense is a wise move. As navy enlisted man and a via ­ 
tor in World War I, reservist between wars and war­ 
tim e secretary of the navy, Forrestal ha s the necessary 
background lor this vitally im porta nt ]x« t. His navy 
record should help a lla y the fea rs of naval officers who 
have stea dfa stly opposed unifica tion. 
It isn ’t an easy assignment, the now secretary under­ 
takes. There will bo problems a t every turning, p ie- 
cedenLs to be broken, policies to be esta blished. W hile 
the services are theoretica lly unified, a ctually there 
probably will be inter-service bickering us never b e­ 
fore, with the air corps a new entity to com plica te 
matters. Forrestal will need every bit of his tact, his 
military and naval knowledge and his a utho'ity a s a 
cabinet member to get the new na tiona l defense e s­ 
ta blishm ent opera ting on a n even keel. 


The Lincoln Papers 


Apparently the newly-revea led Lincoln papers will 
disclose nothing of a sensa tiona l na ture about the n a ­ 
tion’s 16th president, concerning whom volume upon 
volume has been written. But they will throw new lig ht 
on his daily lift-, and the written em enda tions to docu­ 
m ents will show schola rs the workings of his mind. 
No man in our history ha s about his memory such 
a collection of legend and fuel, and where one begins 
and the other ends always will be open to dispute. His 
wisdom, his com passion, his wit, the great drama in 
which he played the leading role, the unhappiness of 
his personul life, ids tragic death -all Lave combined 
to make Lincoln one of dem ocracy’s great heroes, a l­ 
beit an enig m a tic one. 
The words of D isra elis m emorial address before 
Commons in 1865 perhaps sum up Lincoln’s lasting ap- 
peal: “ In the cha ra cter of Lincoln, and even in the 
a ccessories of his last m oments, there is som ething so 
hom ely and so innocent tha t it ta kes the question, as 
it were, out of all the pomp oi history and the cere­ 
m onial of diplomacy 
it touches the heu't of nations 
and a ppea ls to the domestic sentim ent of mankind.

Further testim ony to the quulity oi the Job Gen 
MacArthur is doing in J apan com es from a World Fö d­ 
eration of Trade Unions delegation which sa ys he lias
